A number of American-pub- 
lished Chinese language mews- 
papers have already expressed 
OpPposition to newspapers coming 
here from abroad. This is not only 
SO for Chinesey American-run 
newWspapers，but also goes for 
French and Italian languagenews- 
papers which are suffering from 
the same Problem. Yet，the most 
Prominent example of this kind of 
unfair competition exists in Can- 
ada， Circulation of American 
newspapers and magazines 记 
Canada is really hurting， This is 
because the Canadian government 
has passed a law thbat any business 
placing advertisements in foreign 
newspapers and magazines w 计 
not be able to consider these 
expenditures to be legitimate tax 
deducations. Consequently， ad- 
vertising revenues for foreign pub- 
lications in Canada have been 
greatly reduced，and many have 
hadq mo recourse but to cease 
publication. Even Time Magazine 
will have to _ discontinue ”publi- 


cation there，(Time announced 
suspension of its Canadian edition 
Feb. 26.) 

What is their definition of a 
non-foreign publication? Over 
75% of the stock in a publication 
must be owned by Canadians, and 
80% of the content must differ 
from that being directed to the 
original reading audience， 

According to this law，Hong 
Kong and Taiwan publications 
being printed in Vancouver，Can- 
ada，would soon be in difficulty. 
If newspapers in Chinatown could 
serve to unite other ethnic 
community papers and call on 
Congress to pass a similar law， 
then foreign publications wouldnt 
so easily be able to dominate here. 

Taiwans United Daily prints 
the World Journal both here and 
in New York. (They have already 
spent $250,000 on Printing equip-

Behind Chou，however,“there 
was always the towering 人 igure of 
Mao.”To what extent Chou was 
an originator of Chinese Policies 
or an adherent of Mao Tse-tungs 
views might never be known，Dnor 
is this important, Service said, The 
success of a policy depends in the 
final analysis on its implementa- 
tion.

In _ relations with third-world 
nations, Chou promoted the Prin- 
ciples of peaceful co-existence 
based on non-interference in the 
internal affairs of other Dations 
and respect for territorial integ- 
rity，These principles were also 
“embraced” in the Shanghai 
Communique issued at the end of 
Nixon's visit in 1972，Service said

Harry Harding，assistant PIO- 
fessot of political science at Stan- 
ford University，discussed Chous 
role in Chinese politics from the 
time of the Cultural Revolution .
